opinion. No doubt the President 
is fully aware of the increasing 
sensitiveness of Congress in this 
election year to what politicians of 
the opposition have tried to repre- 
sent as White House dictation. It 
is also a matter of general know!- 
edge that the Republican leaders 
in Congress, particularly in the 
Senate, are restive under the 
knowledge that the country puts 
more faith in the President's lead- 
ership than it does in that of th 
Senate. 


GENEROUS IN PRAISE 

The President, . on the. other 
hand, while frankly critical of the 
Senate in such matters as its at- 
tempt to decrease taxes below a 
safe point, and its reluctance to 
ratify the foreign debt settlement, 
is generous in hig praise of the ac- 
complishments generally of Con- 
gress at thie. time. 

Today, for the second time in 
recent weeks, the President let it 
be known that he thinks this Con- 
gress so far has made better prog- 
ress than any in his experience. 
Hevhas been advised by some of 
the loder members that the expe- 
ditious manner in which business 
has been transmitted is almost a 
record. . 

President Coolli while not 
putting aircraft legisiation at the 
top of his list of important work 
to be done, disclosed today that he 
is anxious that Congress should not 
adjourn without carrying the air- 
craft board's recommendations in- 
to effect and that he is almost 
equally desirous that, in dealing 
with the subject, Congress should 
not go beyond the board's recom- 
mendations. It is his opinion that 
as the people of the country study 
the aircraft situation they will 
come to the same conclusions as 
those reached by the board. 


CONFUSION CLARIFIED

CANTON REGIME MUST

The stock salesman gave the 
name of a reputable investment 
firm in Wall street which he de- 
clared he represented and he said 
his office was on the eleventh floor 
of 70 Wall street, “where J. P. 
Morgan & Co. have their offices.” 
The offices of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
actually are at 23 Wall street. —

fer on some 8 per cent bonds be- 
cause you are a new client,” the 


The nurse finally gave the man 
her $2000 and received stock in a 
defunct coal company. The stock 
was absolutely worthless. 

This man was run down by in- 
vestigators for the New York State 
Attorney’s office, but not before 
he had induced several other 
women on Long Island and in New 
Jersey to exchange their good se- 
curities for his bad ones.

tion; offer of trade and hope of 
recovering part of losses.

Value to Southland Put 
at $25,000,000 as Crop 


Recent rains have placed Califor- 
nia in line for a season of pros-

Several 
chambers report that farmers and 
fruit growers regard irrigation un- 
necessary for a protracted period. 
Storage reservoirs are reported

Many report 
rainfall above the normal and 
others state that in mumerous sec- 
rains have penetrated the 
earth to water level. 

The reports from the northern 

ns stress the fact that all 
the rainstorms in the valleys have 
been accompanied by heavy snows 
in the mountains, insuring a suffi- 
client amount of water at the 
sources of power and frrigation 
to jast through the season. Aside 
from the value td pasturage, farm 
and lands, the point its 
stressed that the large amount of 
moisture will be of inestimable 
value in keeping down forest fires. 

The value of the recent rains to 
Southern California is estimated at 
more than $25,000,000 by A. G. 
Arnoll, secretary of the Los An. 
geles Chamber of Commerce, ‘Mr. 
Arnoll’s report follows: 

“Rain value to Southern Cali- 
fornia is in excess Of $25,000,000. 
I estimate the direct value to lima 
beans at $4,000,000; to deciduous 
fruit4é and nuts, $3,600,000: to 
grapes, $3,000,000; to citrus fruits, 
$5,000,000; to sugar beets, $1.500.- 
000; to vegetables, $1,000,000: to 
hay crops, $5,000,000, besides great 
additional value in building up un- 
derground. reservoirs, decreas ing 
fire hazard in watershed areas. in- 
creasing available water supply for 
domestic and industrial use. These 
estimates are on past rec- 
ords of crop values for wet and 
dry years.” 

San Chamber of 
merce. “Pastures and crops, in- 
cluding nonirrigated fruits such as 
grapes, peaches and apricots, are 
all practically assured in San Die- 
g® county. The saving of stored 
water is tremendous. This would 
otherwise have been used for irri- 
gating truck crops and citrus 
fruits.

Later in the day Mayor Cryer 
gave out a statement. warmly 
praising Chief Heath and express- 
ing his confidence in Inspector 
Davis. 


SERVICE. 

Chief Heath’s resignation brings 
to an end more than 
years of service. He joined the 
foree in 1904. From rank to rank 
he made his way upward until he 
his appointment as cap- 
tain in 1918. In 1922 he was ap- 
pointed assistant Chief of Police 
and from August’ 24, 1923, till 


the bureau of records, where the 
foundation for the reorganization 
of the department, started under 
Chief Vollmer, was laid.

Vollmer’s ideas, making the record 
bureau one of the most important 
cogs in che police machinery.

My first recollec- 
tion of Davis was one night, ten 
years ago, when he help2d raid a 
gambling club on the tenth floor 
of a downtown office buil@ing. He 
was swung from the ledge of the 
room, danglive on a repe. Hane- 
ing there high above the sidewalk, 
he drilled a hole in the window 
frame and watched the game. At 
a given signal he swung himself 
like a pendulum of a clock and 
crashed through the glass. When 
the rest of the squad rushed in 
“Jim” Davis was brushing the glass 
from his hair. He had lined up 
the prisoner: in a corner, and was 
apologizing in mild tones for the 
slight damage to the window. 

While on the vice squad, Davis 
was known for his ability to ob- 
tain information about the under- 
world. The underworld fears, but 
does not hate’: him. “He'll play 
square,” his victims tell you. “He's 
all cop,” ' they'll add, “but he 
treats you right.”

said to Chief Heath. 

“No, he’s just one of my police- 
men,” was the Chief's reply. 

And that is all Chief Davis hopes 
to be, he tells his friends.

“Jim.” And his enemies, if they
